Face of Kendall Green transforms 
as construction projects move ahead 


Now that one of the major con- 
struction projects on Kendall Green 
has been completed—the renovation 
of College Hall—the University is 
focusing its energies on the remain- 
ing physical improvements to the 
campus. 

Director of Business Services 
Charles Mann, who oversees campus 
construction, provided an update to 
On the Green on each of the follow- 
ing projects. 


Chapel Hall 


The first shipment of natural sand- 
stone arrived at Gallaudet Aug. 25 
from Cathedral Stoneworks of New 
York City, and work began immedi- 
ately to replace the 2,000 square feet 
of exterior stone that has eroded 
since the structure was built in 1871. 

The stone, which comes from a 
railroad bridge near Hartford, Conn., 
that was slated for demolition, close- 
ly matches the sandstone used to 
build Chapel Hall. Mann said the 
stone was first sent to Cathedral 
Stoneworks, where it was cut and 
prepared to meet the specifications 
for Chapel Hall. 

Shipments of stone will be sent to 
Gallaudet as they are prepared by the 
stonemasons, said Mann, and workers 
will erect the stone as soon as each 
shipment is received, beginning with 
the south face. 

Completion of the project will de- 
pend on how timely the masons are 
in preparing the stone, Mann added. 
He explained that as the masons 
work on a piece of stone, they often 
find imperfections and have to reject 
it. ‘““So the more waste, the longer it 
takes to get a truckload,’ he said. In 
the event that too much waste causes 


a shortage of material, the University 
is exploring alternative means to fin- 
ish the project. 


Hall Memorial Building 


Unforseen difficulties in joining the 
fourth-floor addition and the new 
east wing to the existing structure, 
and a delay in completing the new 
science labs has pushed back the 
completion date for Hall Memorial

DOSS plans move 
to CUB in October 


Gallaudet’s Department of Safety 
and Security (DOSS) is moving from 
its offices in Chapel Hall to the se- 
cond floor of the Central Utilities 
Building in early October, according 
to Fred Kendrick, director of DOSS 
and of the Physical Plant Department. 

All telephone numbers for DOSS re- 
main the same, Kendrick said. Anyone 
who needs to visit the DOSS offices 
can enter the Central Utilities Build- 
ing via the door facing Switzer Drive 
on the east side of the building. 

DOSS officers will continue to 
check drivers’ identification at the 
Florida Avenue entrance from 6 p.m. 
to 6 a.m., Kendrick said. 

The change in location is needed, ac- 
cording to Kendrick, in order to provide 
a central location from which he can 
administer both DOSS and the Physical 
Plant Department efficiently. 

The new location is more suited to 
serving the security needs of the campus 
because it is closer to the dormitories, 
the Model Secondary School for the 
Deaf, and Kendall Demonstration 
Elementary School, Kendrick said.

Building from the summer of 1993 to 
December 1993. Mann pointed out 
that the revised date is still approxi- 
mately eight months earlier than the 
original estimate. 

Hidden conditions in the original 
structure have been blamed for delay- 
ing the completion of Phase One of 
the project from May to the end of 
August. One example, Mann explained, 
is that the brickwork was not laid 
squarely when HMB was being built in 
1958-59, which caused problems for 
the project contractors in tying the 
new and existing areas together. 

Work on the new labs was set back 
because the custom-made laboratory 
table tops were not delivered on time. 
The delay means that plumbing, gas, 
and electrical fixtures can’t be connect- 
ed, which means that the city cannot 
inspect the labs and issue a final oc- 
Cupancy permit. 

The table tops are expected to be 
delivered in September, and the labs 
will be operable by mid-October. In 
the meantime, the former labs have 
been equipped and will be used for 
the first part of the fall semester. 

The overall delays in the HMB 
project will move back the timelines 
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of Phase Two, renovating the existing 
south wing, from October 1992 to 
May 1993, and Phase Three, renovating 
the existing north wing, from June 
1993 to December 1993. 


Conference Center for Training 
and Development 


The new schematic design for the 
conference center was submitted to 
the University in mid-July by the ar- 
chitectural firm of Einhorn, Yaffe, and 
Prescott. Mann said that the Universi- 
ty’s program committee has reviewed 
the design and given its input to the 
architects. 

Final details in the design develop- 
ment for the conference center are 
scheduled to be completed in October 
and passed on to the contractor, who 
is slated to break ground for the 
project in May 1993. The projected 
completion date for the center is Au- 
gust 1994, 

Because the Sociology and Social 
Work departments, the Department of 
Philosophy and Religion, and the 
Office of Enrollment Services are now 
housed in the West Office Building, 
the structure will not be demolished 
to make way for the conference center 
until Phase 2 of HMB—renovations to 
the south wing—is completed in May 
1993. At that time, those units will 
move to HMB permanently. 


Ely Center 


The face-lift to the Ely Center 
interior—painting, replacing windows, 
and installing new carpeting and ceil- 
ing tiles—was substantially completed 
by late August, as scheduled. Due to 
delays in obtaining permits from the 
D.C. government, renovations to the 
snack bar that had been scheduled to 
take place in August are now planned 
to be made during winter break. 


Edward Miner Gallaudet Building 


Now that the President’s Office has 
moved to College Hall, the Provost’s 
Office will relocate to the second floor 
of the Edward Miner Gallaudet build- 
ing in the area where the President’s 
Office formerly was. The Development 
Office has moved from the Learning 
Center Annex to the second floor of 
EMG. 

The Public Relations Office and the 
Visitors Center will remain on the first 
floor. Computer Services, which is lo- 
cated in the basement, will be joined 
by two new computer labs for the 
School of Management. 


Parking permit procedure changes 


Gallaudet students, faculty, and staff 
will no longer have to scrape old park- 
ing stickers off their bumpers, accord- 
ing to Lee Gaskins, supervisor of the 
Department of Safety and Security 
(DOSS). 

Starting this school year, each appli- 
cant will be issued one parking permit 
to be hung from the rear-view mirror, 
Gaskins said. The permit can be trans- 
ferred to any vehicle the owner has 
registered with DOSS. 

In addition, people applying for per- 
mits will no longer be required to pro- 
vide car insurance information, 
Gaskins said. 

Detailed information about the new 
parking permit procedures was mailed 
Out to campus units in late August. A 
DOSS spokesman emphasized that to 
facilitate processing the parking applli- 
cation forms, the forms must not be 
folded and information must be writ- 
ten with a number-two pencil. 

Forms can be returned to DOSS via 
campus mail, or they can be returned 
by hand from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m., Mon- 
day through Friday, although DOSS 
will issue permits after 4 p.m. and dur- 
ing weekends if needed, said Gaskins. 

New parking permits should be ob- 
tained and displayed by Oct. 1. A two- 
week grace period for displaying the 
stickers will expire Oct. 15. 

As of Sept. 1, no changes in the 
regulations governing parking zones 
had been made, Gaskins said. 
However, temporary adjustments in 
parking may be made, if necessary, due
